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1. Copper ore is transported by suspension lines to the refinery in Eliseina 
(XF~5103) from the copper mine located north of the town. The refinery 
operates on a 24-hour schedule, and 800 workers are employed on each 
shift.

Sliseina daily headed in the direction of Sofia. |
